Assisted By Youthful 
Relative—Boys Say 
Lives Threatened 


Gainesville, Texas, Jan. 23.—Dubois 
Autry, IG and Johnie Curtis, 17, were 
arrested today five miles north of 
here and admitted that they had shot 
and kilted the former’s father, Claud 
Autry, farmer. 
Curtis is a brother 
of tin* wife of the dead man. 
His body, pierced by many shots, 
fired by both youths, the father was 
found dying by relatives and neigh­ 
bors just before daylight today. 
To 
the 
Star-Telegram correspon­ 
dent both beys calmly told of the kill­ 
ing and how they had planned to get 
rid of the senior Autry. 
Both were 
charged with murder in complaints 
filed by 
Assistant County Attorney 
Granville Jones. No arrangement had 
been made for bond tonight. 
There 
is a probability that the grand jury 
will be reconvened immediately to in­ 
vestigate the slaying. 
"Because he had threatened to kill 
me and said he would wipe out our 
entire family, Johnie and I planned 
to kill him." the son admitted. "We 
had lH*t*n having trouble with him for 
some time. 
He had cursed us and 
abused 
us aud frequently said 
he 
would kill us. 
"About a week ago we had more 
trouble with him, so we watched for 
a chance to kill him. 
"This morning we knew lie would 
go out to milk the cows, so we climb­ 
ed upon top of the barn to wait tor 
him. 
"I had a .410 guage shotgun and 
Johnie had a 12 guage shotgun. 
"My father started 
back 
to 
the 
house when we shot. 'He had a buck­ 
et of milk in one hand and in his 
other hand he carried ariot lier bucket 
of milk and his lantern.” 
The boys said they were "not good 
wit ii glum" and that they waited un­ 
til their victim was within 15 or 20 
yards of them 
before they opened 
fire. 
Fear t Hilt they might miss and 
that the man would kill them, caused 
them to shoot several times, both ad­ 
mitted. 
"We believed it was better 
to take one life than to have the en­ 
tire family killed," said Dulxiis. “The 
first trouble we had had with dad 
was when lie returned home after 
working on a threshing machine. Ile 
said his family did not treat him pro­ 
perly upon iiis return, 
one time he 
said lie would kill us all. set the 
house on fire and then leave, making 
it appear as if His body bad burned 
too. 
"My mother was ill in bed when 
we had the row about a week ago. 
The rest of us except dad and my 
older sister were sick with tin* mea­ 
sles.
